DRAMATIC STORY OF

in the half light, staring at the 
frosen body of an aged Eskimo 
i. Gathering the shivering, 
faithful dogs about him for warmth, 
he murmured a prayer: “Oh Qod, 
I'm not yet a man. but let me have 
strength enough to be one." 

He strangled a dog so he might 
live. Then he became very ill. The 
dog meat had been poisoned from 
the dog's own fatigue, and Irwin 
lay near death for two days. When 
he was at last able to stand he 
reeled out again Into the 
heading south as always. 

Two days later he came to an 
Eskimo village and stumbled down 
before the Door of a snow house 
The kindly people were frightened 
at first. They were of one of the 
most primitive tribes, the Oukushl- 
liks. Only one of the villagers, an 
old woman, had ever seen a white 
man before. That white man had 
been straight and strong and dar¬ 
ing on the trail, and in 1803 had 
come to the tamp where she lived 
His name was Amundsen. 

Irwin was taken In and nursed, 
and he and the Eskimos lived six 
months on raw. froaen fish. It was 
here that the Back River ttklmos 
who hunt for the dog food used at 
Baker Lake Post, found him. He 
was rushed to the post. 

IN TERRIBLE PLIGHT 

Irwin Is a big fellow, well over 
six feet, yet he was Just an ice 
and dirt-crusted bundle when they 
took him from the sledge. HU 
clothes were ribbons, hU hair below 
hi* shoulders, his beard many inches 
long. HU eyes were glased with 
fever and the horror of his ex¬ 
perience. Apparently he had almost 
forgotten how to talk. At first he 
spoke to the post people In a com¬ 
bination of Eskimo and English. 

Careful introduction to food 
brought back Irwin's strength. To¬ 
day he spends most of hU time eat¬ 
ing and sleeping. It will be days 
before he U able to be around. Then 
—and here U real nerve—he plans 
to outfit and go south under hU 
own power another eight hundred 
miles by dogs to the rail head at 
Churchill. 

Two thousand miles alone — six 
months without seeing a living soul! 
Men of the North like this young 
American. He's the type of man 
that wont let thU savage country 
beat him.

With a well-equipped dog sledge 
and good dogs, he began hU haz¬ 
ardous 2.000-mile Journey. Down 
from Akiavlk, which borders the 
polar Sea, he swung, driving along 
across the treacherous barren 
lands, at times wading knee-deep 
In soft . snow, again splashing 
through slush ice on the river 
courses or slogging into the bitter 
Kinds and biting bllzsards prevalent 
throughout the Anile. 

At times he met,an odd trapper, 
or came across a small snow-house 
village, where he stopped tar a 
short time with the Eskimos, but 
not for long, as his goal was King 
Will lam Island, on the other side 
of the Continent. 

IN FORSAKEN SECTION 

Across Great Bear Lake, then 
straight on toward Coronation Oulf 
he went, traversing the moat bitter 
and forsaken section of North 
America. 

To travel this section of the 
North, one must depend a great 
deal upon the land for food, for 
it la impossible to pack any great 
load. Last year, however, game 
was scarce, and, as Irwin plunged 
farther and farther Into the bleak¬ 
ness of the barrens, the pangs of 
hunger tortured him day and night. 

His dogs began to stagger. The dogs 
were being used as pack animals, 
and Irwin realized that his number 
was up If he dldnt get food soon. 

* He came to a little tidewater 
stream and for hours he waded 
along shallow pools, carefully herd¬ 
ing fish close to the shore, where 
he had placed rocks In a corral¬ 
shaped trap. As the tide went out 
some flsli were at times left In 
these pools. It was slow, disheart¬ 
ening work, and the dogs, howling 
their distress, ihade It more dif¬ 
ficult by splashing Into the pools, 
usually at a time when Irwin's la¬ 
bors were about to be rewarded. 

After hours of patient work he 
would have one or two fish. He 
would divide them among the dogs, 
and slowly munch some of the raw 
flesh himself. 

NEAR MAGNETIC POLE 

Finally, last July, he arrived near 
the magnetic pole, on Boothia 
Peninsula. He rested there and then 
began the trek south to civilisation 
He was driving the same dogs, plus 
s puppy that had been born on the 
trail and that he had nursed on 
the sledge. 

It was on this leg of the trip that 
real trouble beaet every move. Dog 
feed became scarce again, and 
Irwin searched for days for seal. At 
East, half starved^ he came upon a 
trading schooner locked fast in the 
lee. but the grub was all gone. 

Hunger was making him desperate, 
and he lay for hours near the open 
water, weakly kicking his feet in 
the sir. the native method of at¬ 
tracting the seal. They believe such 
a moving, fur-clad figure Is one of 
their own and come near. Irwin 
was lucky enough to kill some, and 
tare the raw. hot meat out by hand¬ 
fuls, while his ravenous dogs ripped 
the carcasses to pieces. 

On he went, floundering through 
open leads, clothes dripping wet at 
times, only to be quickly frozen 
solid. The dogs’ feet dripped blood 
from the cruel, sharp Ice, and Irwin 
! lashed himself to the sledge And 
'pulled. Snow blindness burned his 
eyes shut. Tears streamed down his Revctll Under Oath How 
Uct and front Into a maak.

Nine new bills were Introduced 
by Government benchers yesterday 
In the Legislature, and ret 
first reading. Their full purport 
will be explained later. 

Amendments to the Ladner 
Bridge Company. Ltd., Act clarify 
the authority of the Province to 
fix tolls on any bridge built at the 
Dease Island site; and extend the 
exclusive charter of the company 
by expressly barring tunnels, or fer¬ 
ries, at the same site. 

On December 1. last, the company 
waa given an extension of 
under an existing agreement, in 
which to proceed to the erection of 
a bridge crossing the Fraser. 

Amendments r to the Canadian 
North-Eastern Railway Act. passed 
at the last session, provide discre¬ 
tionary authority for the Province 
to extend time for completion of the 
road, not exceeding March 28, 1840, 
In any event. 

INQUIRY COSTS 
* Amendments to the Public In¬ 
quiries Act would provide that the 
costa of any commission or Inquiry* 
issued tinder the statute, could be 
borne out of the Consolidated Rev¬ 
enue Fund, where no express ap¬ 
propriation had been voted by the 
Legislature. (feme inquiries are 
under way at present, touching on 
coal, schools and other matters. 

A bill to amend the "Arrest and 
Imprisonment for Debt Act” is 
technical In scope, and deals with 
notification of a Judgment debtor, 
and rules for ex parte applications 
under the law. 

MORE TIME CLOCKS 

Amendments to the Hours of 
Works Act, passed at last session, 
provide for exemption of managers 
and confidential assistants; set up 
provision for compulsory registra¬ 
tion of the hours worked by em¬ 
ployees, by time clock or otherwise; 
reinforce the authority of Inspec¬ 
tors to demand oral statements 
while examining plants; and con¬ 
vey to those who will enforce the 
measure the authority of taking af¬ 
fidavit* 

Amendments to the Placer Min¬ 
ing Act set out s fee of 12.50 for 
recording any certificate of work 
on s placer leasehold, and the fil¬ 
ing of an affidavit, with other minor 
changes. 

APPRENTICE BILL 

An eight-page bill deals with the 
regulation and control of condi¬ 
tions under which apprentioos may 
be trained in British Columbia em¬ 
ployment, touching particularly on 
carpentry and Joinery, painting and 
decorating, plastering, sheet-metal 
working, plumbing and steam-flt- 
ting. and electrical work. The bill 
would set up a provincial appren¬ 
ticeship committee, apprenticeship 
committees In the various trades, 
and an Inspector of apprentices. 
Ministerial explanation of the 
measure will follow on second read¬ 
ing. 

Amendment and consolidation of 
provincial legal requirements in the 
adoption of children was the gen¬ 
eral purpose of another bill; in¬ 
volving at one point the power of 
the courts to dispense with parental 
or guardianship consent. 

A bill affecting the Incorporation 
of Armstrong City was the ninth 
new measure Introduced during the 
day. 

SECOND READINGS 

8econd readings unopposed were 
given to the Barrow Indemnifica¬ 
tion Rill, already explained; to a 
bill to amend the Metalliferous Reg.

A -FIFTH GOSPEL' 


British Columbia's budget for 1U5-1936 Is 
marked by pleasant reflections and great expec¬ 
tations. In times like the present the most com-1 
forttng thought it arousea la that there is to be 
no additional taxation for the coming fiscal year. 
Another pleasant thought Is that there are evi¬ 
dences of revival In both the lumber and mining 
industries as Indicated by larger revenues accru¬ 
ing to the Government from these sources. In 
all the revenues of the Province have been In¬ 
creasing at the rate of tlM.000 a month during 
the present fiscal year. The budget of 1934-1955 
will be balanced without taking Into account 
expenditures on unemployment relief and 
moneys which failed to be placed to sinking 
fund accounts. The latter accounts at the end 
of the current fiscal year will be ts.(44.000 short. 
The Province's gross debt has risen to tlW.t02.STI 
and the net debt is tlS7.ttl.0tt. 

The great expectations which the budget por¬ 
tends is the possibility of obtaining from the 
Dominion Government certain sources of taxa¬ 
tion enjoyed by the latter. The Province wants 
the exclusive right to levy Income tax. a right 
that It should enjoy under the terms of the 
British North America Act. The Province, too. Is 
quite legitimate In its claim for the right to levy 
a gold tax. The tales tax. which Is also sought. 
If handed over to British Columbia would be a 
concession on the part of the Federal authority. 
The expectations that these taxes can be secured 
and the levying of them enjoyed as a sole right 
by the Province means that they would have to 
be given as a specific right to all the Provinces. 
That would mean, of course, a sacrifice of Income 
by the Dominion Government of well over *50,- 
000.000 a year. •, 

Mr. John Hart has very wisely estimated on 
the basis of a balanced budget for 1931-1836 
The total of revenues that he expects is $22 493,691 
and the total expenditures provided for are 
<22.304,303. These anticipations are exclusive, as 
during the current year, of the sums of money 
required for unemployment relief and sinking 
fund requirements. In order to cut down the 
Interest charges on Its capital liabilities a con¬ 
version plan Is being projected which will involve 
some <127.101,575 of the Province's debt from the 
present rates of Interest to 3 per cent through a 
new Issue of thirty-year debentures. It goes 
without saying that all the issues affected by 
this conversion plan will have reached maturity 
before the process is undertaken. 

The relief for municipalities by the provision 
of sources of taxation now enjoyed by the Prov¬ 
ince will not be forthcoming until there is read¬ 
justment of taxation sources as between the 
Province and the Dominion. Mr. Hart anticipates 
there will be a conference with Ottawa on the 
latter phase of the taxation problem during the 
coming Spring. The holding of such a conference, 
however, may well be postponed If there is a 
decision to call an early Federal election. The 
Province while not yet being in a position to 
carry out to the full its pre-election slogan of 
"work and wages." Is able to note that the num¬ 
bers on relief In December last were 14.1 per 
cent less than in the corresponding month of 
1933. This Is an Indication of a betterment In 
conditions, as Is the fact that the ordinary reve¬ 
nues of the Province are showing a progressive 
Increase during recent months. That increase 
Is expected to be maintained, Judging by the 
.revenues anticipated and the increased expendi¬ 
tures provided for during the coming fiscal year. 

This may be said for Mr. Hart that he has 
prepared his budget in a business-like way and 
has presented a clear picture of the finances of 
the Province. Me was lucidity itself in his pro¬ 
nouncement. There will be many who will take 
Issue with the expenditures forecast. No one will 
doubt the wisdom of the conversion scheme which 
Mr. Hart has in view. Some believe that in a 
Province where population Increase has been very 
slow in recent years there should be no need of 
Increases In departmental estimates and that the 
ruling practice ef administration ought to be 
economy In every 'direction. It is all a question of 
theories affecting the best methods of winning 
through a period of depression. 


LOOSE WRITING 


What is described ax the earliest bit of 
Christian writing has come from the Egyptian 
sands and is now In possession of the British 
Museum. It Is said to possess an interest deeper 
even than that of the Codex Btnalttcus. It Is 
composed of tiny fragments of papyrus believed 
to be part of a hitherto unknown Gospel written 
MOO years ago. There are two leaves, both Im¬ 
perfect, and the fragment of another leaf. The 
sides of each leaf contain writing In the fine 
flowing Greek script clear enough to read. The 
page that is most damaged appears to be the 
page which has no parallel In the Bible. It deals 
with an episode on the banks of the Jordan. The 
script shows that Jesus Astonished His hearers 
by asking a "strange question." What that ques¬ 
tion was remains a mystery, because the frag¬ 
ment containing it Is missing. One page has 
passages with a striking resemblance to passages 
In the Oospel of St. John, and with but slight 
differences to the story told there. 

The papyrus Is described as of deep brown 
with age and very brittle. The Museum authori¬ 
ties hope there may be a possibility of finding 
further sections. The discovery already has set 
In motion a search among old Greek manu¬ 
scripts Collectors all over the world have' been 
notified to be on the look-out for any possible 
key to the authorship of the new and "yet 
markedly traditional" account of the ministry 
of Christ. The discovery has been called the 
Fifth Oospel, and there Is speculation as to 
whether the evangelist who wrote it used John 
for his Gospel or if John used him. The frag¬ 
ments of papyrus bring together In one passage 
In almost identical language some sentences 
which occur in the Gospel of St. John, but occur 
at Intervals separated by four chapters. A full 
text of the fragments will be published shortly.

It was able to 
announce in launching this loan that the taxes 
In Aberdeen are lower than those of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh and Dundee, and that Its public debt 
per capita Is also lower. The Issue was an over¬ 
whelming succese. Within two days <150.000,000 
had been offered, or thirty times the amount 
wanted. Low taxes and a small municipal debt 
are the surest ways of Inspiring public confidence 
in the finances of any community. The example 
of Aberdeen's loan Is a striking one In these days.

Too large a percentage of correspondents of 
the newspapers, and by these we mean letter 
wrttera, take no trouble In revising, recasting and 
rearranging their contributions to the press.

There are 
too many writers who are of the opinion that any 
aort of letter, so long as It makes a point, or a 
complaint. Is good enough for the press. What 
they forget Is that newspapers have troubles 
enough without entering into the task of re¬ 
writing correspondence. There la no newspaper 
that ta not in constant conflict with its subscribers 
because letters are not published. ft is a pity 
that wrtters will not observe that common rule 
of courtesy by putting their letters Into such 
shape that they can be published. 

Sometimes we think that the preaent-day 
looseness In letter-writing |g a crttlclam of the 
methods that prevail in teaching English. That 
la the Idea of Mr. W. W. McKechnie. the Perma¬ 
nent Secretary of the Scottish Education Depart¬ 
ment, and It Is one that can be sustained In any 
newspaper office. He aaya there la looseness about 
the writing of both children and grown-upa. 
Both aeem to plunge Into sentences without 
knowing how they are going to end or how their 
context with other sentences is to be maintained 
In a letter every sentence is not expected to be 
well finished or polished off In the style of an 
expert writer. A letter to a newspaper, however. 
Is to be read as a part of the peper as a whole, 
and therefor* must follow a certain standard. 
It is a standard which u pot aimed at by many 
writers who simply will not take the pains to

REVERTED LOTS 

Sir,—Msy 1 be permitted to mske 
some comments on the subject of 
your leading article in your issue of 
Sunday the 24th inst. 

The figures you quote are startling 
and I submit that if considered in 
conjunction with other current hap¬ 
penings, point to several very ob¬ 
vious conclusions. i 

I think that there is good evi¬ 
dence to believe that the era of 
profitable ownership and trading In 
non-revenue producing vacant prop¬ 
erty Is definitely passed, whether 
such ownership should be in city 
lota, suburban acreage or wild land. 
The citizenship of the country rep¬ 
resented by the Using authority U 
the real title holder and the pur¬ 
chaser is in fact only a tenant, 
whose right of use of the property 
la subject to his paying the Ux 
levied, which in general Is the full 
rental value of the property. 

The so-called owners of 3.125 
vacant city lots have discovered the 
truth of the above sUtementa. and 
the owners of the other 4.419 vacant 
lots not yet reverted to the city 
arv rapidly becoming aware of their 
truth. 

The city -had a reverted land 
policy in 1025 and 1926 and un¬ 
loaded by auction a considerable 
number of parcels of land. Those 
who bought for use may not have 
had cause for regret. Those who 
bought as an investment or with 
hopes of selling at a profit have long 
regretted their purchases. A few 
kold at a profit, but those who 
bought from them (except for use) 
took on a liability they have not 
ceased to be sorry for. 

One might as well recognize and 
accept facts as they are. In the 
light of experience it would be more 
than folly to recommend anyooe to 
purchase a vacant lot and obligate 
himself to pay taxes unless he in¬ 
tended to use the property or to 
bring it Into revenue. No advertis¬ 
ing; campaign designed to excite the 
cupidity of the gambler in land will 
be worthy of the city or of say per¬ 
manent value. The only policy of 
value is one which will initiate or at 
least encourage every legitimate 
project, the object of which is to 
stimulate the flow of population to 
the city, such aa the newly-formed 
TDurlst Development Association. 
With an Increase In population the 
reverted land problem will look 
after Itself. 

Then I would suggest that a policy 
of long-term leases, rather than 
outright sales, be considered, such 
leases to be granted conditional on 
the lessee covenanting to bring the 
leased property Into use. This would 
stimulate construction. Rentals to 
be on a sliding scale, adjustable in 
such a manner so that the city 
would share in any appreciation in 
rental values brought about by the 
growth of the community. By such 
a policy the revenue of the city 
would be augmented, taxes reduced 
and the Investor satisfied.

WILD FLOWERS 

Sir,—Might one venture to. cau¬ 
tion certain ardent citizens against 
being over-zealous In seeking to 
make It illegal to pick wild flow¬ 
er*—flowers which grow wild- 
planted by the hand of Ood with¬ 
out man's assistance, for the great 
pleasure of children, and all those 
who love the wonderful flowers 
which grow so luxuriously in our 
lovely Province. 

There are two sides to this ques¬ 
tion as I see it Personally I love 
to see children picking wild flowers; 
from the baby fist clutching a but¬ 
tercup or dandelion because it la 
pretty and bright ookwed. to the 
eager little people hunting for the 
first slsyrtnchium or lily. 

I,*#***- *blle in a Cornish village, 
I was told, that It waa the Sunday 
for the children to put flowers on 
the slur, and they always used 
"wUdle.v** I venture to say that 
one may see * wtldlea" in the chil¬ 
dren's comer of our own cathedral. 

I do not think that 1 ever go for 
I a walk in the Springtime that X do 
i not gather a lovely variety of wild 
flowers; some for my humble her¬ 
barium. and others to be arranged 
as near Nature’s patera as possible, 
with plenty of green and the flow- 
era not crowded. This la a great 
souros pleasure 

Do not put fear into the hearts 
of the children and spoil their Sum¬ 
mer by forbidding them to gather 
flowers, gathered always In moder¬ 
ation. On the other hand I do not 
think children should be allowed to 
scour the woods for lilies to be sold. 
Again, two sides to the question, for 
surely one has a right to bring wild 
flowers, ferns, etc. to the market 
from on*'* own land 
I think that it should be Mr 


to pick wild, o 
flowers in public parks, and further 
the gathering of blossoms from the 
dogwood trees and flowering shruoa 
should be stopped on the main 
highways, and ten or fifteen leet 
back from the road. But stop there. 
Just here the thought flashes 
through one's mind that flowers 
have been gathered in the hedges 
of bigland for a thousand years, 
and flowers are still blooming there. 

What Is one to think about this 
anxiety for protection on the one 
hand, while on the other hand, 
men are sent out to root up miles 
of lovely hedges of wild rose, sy- 
ringa and spirea—for this is what 
tourists come here to see. having 
disciplined Nature over much in 
their own land. Why not clear the 
comer* carefully so that motorists 
may see ahead, rather than sweep 
all away so that our lovely country 
roads look like city streets. 

We must educate the public; the 
grown-ups as well as the children 
not to be greedy. Make them 
tshamed to be seen with huge 
bunches of lilies, but gather s few; 
solely because they love them, never 
to be thrown down on the roadside 
—a revolting sight. 

The Colonist has been preaching 
this gospel for years, with the re¬ 
sult that one seldom sees children 
with the leaves of the lilies. Edu¬ 
cate them in the schools (and worn 
ms dabs), to pick the wild flow 
ers in moderation, to love them, 
and to be very careful not to harm 
them. 

We have closed seasons for gtme 
birds; why not closed seasons for 
wild flowers where there Is danger 
of their being exterminated?

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RACING DATES 

Sir,—As * a misconstruction has 
been placed upon a certain clause In 
my article of February 24. 'Chance of 
Racing in Exhibition Week Poor 
This Week," which you were good 
enough to publish snd which has 
caused the Agricultural Assoc i ation 
a deal of annoyance. X would Im 
obliged for the privilege of mak 
Ing the clause more explicit. The 
clause in question reads: "In regard 
to the Vancouver Racing Associa¬ 
tion it also finds it impossible to 
bring horses over here to race dur¬ 
ing the fair, because It is under 
contract to race during the Van 
comer Pair and cannot see bow it 
is possible to race at both fairs at 
the same time." In my copy to 
you It read: "Cannot see how it is 
possible to race any part of the 
time,’* but these words were 
deleted In your issue, which 
has caused many people to think 
that the Victoria Pslr and Van¬ 
couver Fair would be held at the 
same time. 

In an endeavor to mske it still 
more explicit. If racing was held 
here during our fair, the first day’s 
racing would clash with the last 
day’s racing at Brig house Park, and 
the last day’s racing at our fair 
would clash with the first day’s 
racing at Hastings Park. Hence 
to Intelligent racing people U will 
be clear how very difficult it would 
be to be racing st the two places 
at the same time. 

In writing the words, "Any pari 
of the time," in my copy submitted 
to you, which was unfortunately de¬ 
leted. 1 had hoped those words 
would have been sufficiently lucid 
to the .average person as to- what 
I Intended them to imply. 

It might be opportune at 
time to mention that the sporting 
fans are very anxious to know def¬ 
initely whether there will be any 
racing during our fair or any rac¬ 
ing at all this year; besides this is 
the concern of those who are hope¬ 
ful of employment. The accep¬ 
tance of the Col wood Park Racing 
Associations proposed dates com 
mencing September 7 is still In 
abeyance with the City Council, ow¬ 
ing presumably to the request made 
by the Agricultural Association to 
withhold its decision which has 
caused many people to be sceptical 
aa to the motive, it certainly docs 
suggest there are no good inten¬ 
tions to be shown the Colwood Park 
Association, which has done It* ut¬ 
most to foster racing on the Island 
and foot the stupendous lorn at¬ 
tendant through the venture. 
Frankly. I believe that every effort

In spite of all the good we Know 
and can do. yet the capitalistic sys¬ 
tem cannot end nor stop a war. or 
prevent graft and corruption. Under, 
this system peace-loving nations are 
tom pel led to employ huge navies and 
armies and munitions of war, which 
the present over-burdened taxpayer 
can ill afford to support. The system 
makes some fabulously rich and 
others desperately poor: It causes 
miles of stores to be piled up with 
magnificent merchandise, which the 
poor man can only look at and not 
be able to buy. Under this system 
material possessions only give you 
a status, and one may be a million 
times worthy, but If you have not the 
price of a loaf of bread you Just 
have to go hungry. The system so 
far has not Unproved unemploy¬ 
ment. neither does it make one In¬ 
dent. When you cannot sell 
your goods nor your labor, then you 
automatically go without. It causes 
keenest and deadliest competition 
with corresponding distress to all 
concerned. The system causes Brit¬ 
ish merchandise to be used In Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, conveyed In foreign 
ships, and also British ships in coal 
we do not want, and butter and 
other produce which are needed, snd 
these unnecessary imports cause un¬ 
told distress amongst the local min¬ 
ing and farming communities. 
Under the system there is no security 
from poverty, neither can you be 
even reasonably sure. There is noth¬ 
ing to prevent a rich man becoming 
poor, and a poor man being reduced 
to beggary. While the system goes 
and we can sell our goods, and make 
a reasonable or unreasonable profit, 
everything ts fine, but the moment 
our neighbor quits buying, then we 
quickly become down and out. 

I could mention scores of other 
weak points in the system, but suf¬ 
fice it to say that I am very old and 
have worked hard and tried hard to 
be worthy, but have never been able 
to save a nickel. Boon I must give 
way to a younger and more capable 
man and I have nothing to retire 
on. Unfortunately I will have lots 
of company. What has capitalism to 
offer us? Can either of the above 
good people whom I have mentioned 
suggest a remedy H HARRISON 
241 Selby Street Nanaimo.

A year free of any major crimes 
was reported by Chief of Police 
Thomas Heatley to the police com¬ 
mission yesterday, when he sub¬ 
mitted his annual report. 

The chief’s report on the general 
operation of the department Is as 
loliows: 

“It is once again my great pleasure 
to report that we have come through 
the year without crime of a serious 
nature. A number of cases of petty 
house-breaking and shop-breaking 
have given the department a little 
trouble, but for these and several 
cases of retaining stolen property 
there have been twenty-five convic¬ 
tions in the city police court and 
three have been committed for trial 
in higher court. 

SITUATION IMPROVED 

“The unemployment situation ap¬ 
pears to be greatly improved, and for 
that reason the department has not 
been called upon to such an extent 
as It was in 1932 and 1933. Except 
for a few well-known agitators, who 
I doubt would work If they were 
given the opportunity. I find the 
average unemployed persons honest, 
law-abiding and highly-respectable 
citizens who are looking forward 
anxiously to pork of any description 
in order that they may not have to 
rely altogether on city relief for 
their livelihood. 

“I am pleased to report that every 
branch of the department Is co¬ 
operating with each other and work¬ 
ing together in complete harmony.

Building In Oreater Victoria since 
January 1 Indicates a decided im¬ 
provement over last year in con¬ 
struction activity. In the city of 
Victoria the building figures show 
an increase of about $23,000 for the 
first two months of the present year 
over those of last year. In Oak 
Bay construction for this year to 
ahead of tost year's record, as far 
as the two months are concerned, 
by about $16,000, while in 8 aanlch 
the Increase in the construction 
figures is about $8,000 for January 
and February of this year as com¬ 
pared with the same months tost 
year. 

In the city of Victoria building 
permits for February were $32,000 
as compared with $18,767 last Feb¬ 
ruary. The figures for January 
were $20,050, which were about 
double those of January, 1934. 

In Oak Bay sixteen permits for 
new houses were taken out since 
January 1. this year’s valued at 
$56,750. Last year the value of the 
homes erected In this same period 
were $40,979. The total permits 
taken out in Oak Bay over the 
period; which included repairs as 
well as new buildings, were twenty- 
two, with a value of $58,290. 

In 8 aanlch, forty-seven permits 
have been Issued to date, with a 
value of $23,210. Nineteen of these 
were for dwellings valued at $22,625. 
Last year there were forty-four per¬ 
mits issued, with a value of 623.448. 
including seventeen dwellings, coat-,

•There are several reesons for the 
outflow of money from Manchukuo 
to China. One of them Is the policy 
of the Chinese Government to 
withdraw Chinese funds from the 
new state. Another reason is the 
Increased money remitted to their 
home country by Chinese laborers, 
traders and industrialists In Man¬ 
chukuo. Still another reaaon Is the 
high money rate prevailing in 
China. Trade has nothing to do 
with the outflow of Manchukuo 
funds. Tlw trade between Manchu¬ 
kuo and China la not what It was 
hi former years. Thera has been 
a marked decline In the Imports of 
Manchukuo from China, as the 
market In the new state, which for¬ 
merly woo supplied by China, la 
being monopolised now by Japan. 

"The state of exhaustion of Man¬ 
chukuo formers lx also an argu¬ 
ment In favor on the control of 
exchange.
